Insects And Terms Can 
Be Brought In With 
Soldier Mail 


Increasing shipments into this 
country of w ar 
souvenirs 
and 
items picked up 
by 
American 
soldiers in foreign countries 
are 
creating a potential future hazard 
which is claiming the attention of 
the United States department 
ol 
agriculture. The possibility 
that 
mail and packages from our sol­ 
diers overseas may introduce into 
this country diseases 
and 
insect 
pests is recognized, and efforts are 
being made to prevent

Incoming mail and parcels, 
ot 
•arse, 
are subject to inspection, 
- id under normal conditions the 
tuation can be controlled. 
But 
nder present wartime conditions, 
ith abnormal amounts 
of 
mail 


from overseas, civilians at 
home 
have been asked to cooperate in 
safeguarding the country by help­ 
ing detect and destroy all injur­ 
ious foreign insects and pests 
and 
plant diseases. 
If a package containing plants, 
bulbs, roots or seeds has been in­ 
spected, it will be stamped on the 
w rapper “entry perm itted” or “in­ 
spected and released.” These 
in­ 
spections are m ade by the bureau 
of entomology and plant quaran ­ 
tine. A package not 
sn 
stamped
